Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

Sec. 605-705. Gants to local tourismand convention
bur eaus.

(a) To establish a grant programfor local tourism and

convention bureaus. The Departnent of Commerce and Community

Affairs wll develop and inplenent a programfor the use of
funds, as authorized under this Act, by local tourism and
convention bureaus. For the purposes of this Act, bureaus
eligible to receive funds are defined as those bureaus in
| egal existence as of January 1, 1985 that are either a unit
of local governnent or incorporated as a not-for-profit
organi zation, are affiliated wwth at |east one nunicipality
or county, and enploy one full tinme staff person whose
purpose is to pronote tourism Each bureau receiving funds
under this Act will be certified by the Departnent as the
designated recipient to serve an area of the State. These
funds may not be used in support of the Chicago Wrld's Fair.

(b) To distribute grants to |local tourismand convention
bureaus from appropriations made fromthe Local Tourism Fund
for that purpose. O the anmpbunts appropriated annually to
the Departnent for expenditure under this Section, one-third
of those nonies shall be used for grants to convention and
tourismbureaus in cities with a population greater than
500, 000. The remai ni ng two-thirds of t he annual

appropriation shall be used for grants to convention and
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tourism bureaus in the remainder of the State, in accordance
with a fornula based wupon the population served. The
Department may reserve up to 10% of the total appropriated to
conduct audits of grants, to provide incentive funds to those
bureaus that will conduct pronotional activities designed to
further the Departnent's statew de advertising canpaign, to
fund special statew de pronotional activities, and to fund
pronmotional activities that support an increased use of the
State's parks or historic sites.
